Cannibalism Among the Starving Chi- 
nese—Men Killing Their Own Chil- 
dren fur Food. 


From the New York Sun. 
Russian merchants recently re- 
turned from the ivterior of 
China te St. Petersburg have furnished 
terrible detsils respecting the famine 
which has for some time past pre- 
vailed throughout certain provinces 
of the Celestial Empire. They depose 
to having seen people die in the 
streets of many towns and villages 
from sheer starvation, and state not 
only that anthropophagy is practised 
upon the bodies of the dead, but that 
femished men attack the living, and 
prey upon them with ferocity. One 
of them alleges that he was present at 
the examination ef a mendicant who 
had been arrested for some petty theft, 
and in whose professional wallet the 
mangled remains of an infant were 
discovered. This man confessed to 
the magistrate that for some time 
previous to his seizure he had lived 
exclusively upon the fresh ftesh of hu- 
man beings, as he could not surmount 
his antipathy to that of dead bodies. 
Another appalling case which came 
under the notice of a Russian mer- 
chant was that of a young man who 
had pursuaded his father to assiat him 
in murdering and subsequently eating 
a girl to whom he was betrothed. 
Men have been executed for killin 
and eating their own children, an 
sens have slain their fathers in order 
to appease the pangs of hunger. In 
some of the northern districts whole 
villages stand empty, their inhabitants 
having one and all perished for want 
of food.

LYNCHING IN ARIZONA. 


A Mob at Phoenix Hangs Two Men To 
A Cottonweod Tree. 


PHoEnix, August 22.— Last night, 
about mid-night, John Lebarr, a well 
known saloon keeper, closed his place 
of business, and before going home he 
went to a saloon across the street and 
treated the crowd. One man, named 
McClosky, not being invited, picked 
up a quarrel and left the saloon. Re- 
turning shortly, he entered the saloon, 
ran up to Lebarr and first hit him, 
and then cut him in the bowels with 
a large butcher knife. He was taken 
home and is now lying at the point 
of death. The dogtor says he cannot 
possibly live. This morning he re- 
gained conciousness sufficiently to 
identify his assailant. This morning 
all the saloons, stores and other places 
of business were invited to close, and 
at aboùt ten o’clock a Law and Order 
Committee made its appearance and 
quietly marched to the jail, where 
they demanded an entrance. The 
crowd was very large. The outer door 
was unlocked, the cell opened, and 
McClosky taken out. Jno. Keller, the 
man arrested for killing Monahan a 
few days since, was alse taken. 


HANGED TO A COTTONWOOD TREE. 


Ropes were tied arouad their necks 
and they were then led down 
Main ztreet to the Plaza, 
and there hanged to the limb 
of a cottonweod tree. Keller said it 
wasan old grudge. McCiosky said 
he was drunk. After the hanging the 
Captain of the Cemmittee said the law 
was too slew and justice demanded 
the act. Hespoke of a number of 
lawless characters in town, and requ- 
ested their early departure or it would 
prove unhealthy for them. He also 
gave advice to a well known Mexican 
who was accused of inciting riot 
among Mexicans because of the kill- 
ing of Romeo last night. Saloons 
are requested to be kept closed the 
remainder of the day. Everything is 
quiet and orderly. There is no drunk- 
enness, and no objections are made to 
the hanging. Everyone quietly dis- 
persed.

NO MORE FICHTING.

All excitement in reference to the 
coal troubles seems to be ‘allayed, and 
the opinion is generally expressed 
that naught but peaceful measures 
will obtain in thefuture. There is a 
deep feeling among the Italians in 
reference to the result of the fight at 
Fish creek, and it is claimed by them 
that ne overt acts were committed 
sufficient to justify the killing of the 
men.

Editor Gazette:—With yeur per- 
mission, I will occupy a small space in 
the columns of your paper for the 
purpose of giving to Mr. Coffin, and 
to the tax payers of Washoe county, 
the reasons why a warrant was not is- 
sued on the complaint of Mr. Coffin, 

charging one —— with having 
entered the paint shop of Holt & Cof- 
fin, and stealing therefrom some brush- 
es and other small tools, of the value, 
(according to Mr. Coffin’s estimate) of 
about twelve dollars. 

Ist: Mr. Coffin stated that the party 
accused had been for some time em- 
ployed by Holt & Coffin in the capac- 
ity of a painter, and that, although he 
was not in their empley at the time 
of the alleged larceny, that he had ac. 
cess te their shop, and a key to the 
door. 

2d. Mr. Coffin said he had for 
several days prior to the day on which 
he applied for the warrant, known 
who the guilty party was, and that he 
had been endeavoring to induce. said 
party to return the stolen property, 
and that if he had succeeded in re- 
covering the property in that way, he 
would have been content, and would 
not have made the complaint. 

3d. Mr. Coffin stated that he had 
recovered a portion of the articles 


taken. and that if the party charged 
would return the balance, that he had 


reason that the accused had been on & 
spree, and probably took the goods 
while intoxicated, some of which he 
had found pawned for drinks. 

4th. Mr. Ceffin also stated that he 
thought if the party was arrested that 
he would give up the balance of the 
missing articles, and that if he did so, 
he would be willing te have the pros- 
ecution dismissed, as he had no desire 
to have theoffender punished, but only 
wished to recover his goods. : 

These, with ether statements made 
by Mr. Coffin, cenvinced me that he 


criminal laws of this State, for, ac- 
cording te his own declarations, the 
only object he had in commencing the 
prosecution was recovery of the bal- 
ance ot the stolen property, and there- 
fore I advised him to go to the party 
accused and tell him, that unless he 
returned the goods, he would be ar- 
rested, at the same time informing 
Mr. Coffin that in case he didn’t get 
his goods in that way, and still de- 
sired a warrant, I weuld advise the 
Justice to issue a warrant. 

I gave this advice for two reasons: 

Ist. I thought probably the proper- 
ty would be recovered in that way, 
which according to Mr. Coffin's own 
declarations was all he desired. 

2d. I believed from the statement of 
Mr. Coffin that if the party was ar- 
rested, and demanded a jury trial, 
that a conviction would be extremely 
doubtful, and that the county wonld 


probably have to pay $25 or $30 costs, 


and that the goods would not be re- 
covered, and the party, even if guilty, 
would go unpunished. : 

The next I heard of the matter was 
an article in the GazeTre of the 18th, 
signed Tax Payer. 

Now I only desire to say in conclu- 
sion, that while I shall hold myself in 
readiness at all times during my term 
of office to prosecute all offenders, I 
shall ‘ot advise any Justice of the 
Peace of this county to issue a war- 
rant for the arrest of any person ac- 
cused of crime, when after hearing 
the facts stated by the complaining 
witness, and considering all the cir- 
cumstances connected with the matter, 
I de not believe a conviction can 
secured, for I deem it as well my duty 
to guard the Treasury against reckless 
expenditures ef its moneys in the 
prosecution of doubtful cases, as to 
prosecute with vigilance those who 
may willfully and feloniously violate 
the law.

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THE NEW SCHOOL HOUSE. 


The Specifications Draw and Received 
From Sacramento—Some  Discrip- 
tion of the Building. 


The plans and specifications fer the 
new school house came up from Sac- 
ramento yesterday morning. The 
trustees have advertised for pro- 
posals for the erection of the build- 
ing, and will have the vork com- 
menced at the earliest possible day, 


in order to get the building as near 
completion as possible before cold 


be weather comes. 


The plan selected by the trustees 
was drawn by A.A. Cook, a Sacra- 
mento architect. It represents a 
handsome, well proportioned building 
of considerable architectural preten- 
tions. The edifice is to be built of 
brick. Jt will be of two storys, with a 
mansard roof, surmounted by a tower. 
Nothing but the best material will be 
used in its construction. The founda- 
tien walls will be laid two feet deep 
with selid masonry. The exterior 
wooden finish ef the building is to be 
done in redwood, and the interior is 
to be finished in sugar pine. The 
school house will be furnished through- 
out with gas and water. The build- 
ing will be 68.4 feet square in the 
clear, and 908 in highth to the top of 
the tower.

each 28x32 feet and 16 feet high. The 
halis will be 18 feet wide.

Charles DeYoung Fulfils His 

Threat Against I. S. Kal- : 

loch and Shoots Him 
Down in the Street.

The History of the Affair--Kalloeh’s 
Speech Last Evening—-What he 
Meant to Publish in the Open Let- 
ter—The Shooting This Morning 
DeYoung in Jail--Kalloch Still Liv- 


ing—Great Excitement. 


San Francisco, Aug. 22.—During 
the day the street talk has run largely 
on the expected hostilities between 
Rev. I. S. Kalloch, the Workingmen’s 
candidate for mayor, and the prepri- 
etors of the Chronicle. That journal 
centinued its attack on Kalloch this 
morning, including in its arraigoment 
his father before him. The reported 
programme for this evening was that 
Kalloch weuld make a genoral haran- 
gue in Metropolitan Temple, after 
which he would adjeurn the meeting 
to the street, and there read the 
famous article on the De Young 
brothers published in Napthaly’s Sun 
some five years ago. This under- 
standing was sufficient to draw an 
audience tothe Temple which liter- 
ally packed every inch of the audito- 
torium, while the street in front was 
filled for nearly the entire block with 
the crowd. “Kalloch’s in-door speech 
dwelt at length with general political 
issues and closed with an attack of 
the most bitter and personal charac- 
ter on the proprietors of the Chronicle. 
The enthusiasm of the audience was 
such that it was with difficulty the 
speaker ceuld proceed. After the ad- 
journment hs made his appearance 
outside and was greeted with tre- 
mendous cheers. He addressed the 
crowd, briefly alluding te the attacks 
upon him by the Ghronicle, and say- 
ing that their assault on the memory 
of his father was his justification. He 
applied to them an epithet in which 
was concentrated the whole auimus of 
the Sun article. He said he hada 
copy of that article in his pocket 
[cries of ‘‘read it,” “read it,”] but did 
not wish to expend all his ammunition 
at once. The article would be repub- 
lished immediately in the Open Letter, 
and next Tuesday evening he would 
take it up and comment upon it. Af- 
ter a few general remarks he dismissed 
the audience, which quietly dispersed. 


DeYoung Shoots Kallock. 


Saw Francisco, Aug. 23.—Charles 
DeYoung shot Kalloch this morning 
at 10 o'clock; ence in the left breast 
over the heart and once in the thigh. 
Kalloch is very dangerously hurt, but 
may live. The mest intense excite- 
ment prevails. The Workingmen have 
called a meeting for 2:30 this after- 
noon. Runners are out after clans- 
men. All the regular and special po- 
lice are on duty. The militia has been 
ordered out. The Chronicle office is 
strongly guarded, also the county jail 
and the city prison. It is not known 
where DeYoung.is. It is rumored 
that he has escaped, also that he is in 
jail. 

More Particulars. 

About 10 o’clock this morning 
Charles De Young in a coupe drove 
te the side door of the Metropolitan 
Temple, where I. S. Kalloch has his 
study, and sent a messenger to say 
that aman wanted tesee him. Kal- 
loch went down, not knowing who his 
visitor was. On his approach to the 
coupe, De Young sbet him through 
the door, inflicting one wound in the 
breast and another in the thigh. 
Kalleck fell and De Young attempted 
to drive off. A crowd collected 
aruund the vehicle and finally over- 
turned it; Before De Young received 
much damage he was rescued by police, 
and taken ta’ the city prison for safety. 
Intense excitement prevails, great 
crowds are gathered on the streets, 
and runners.are going about calling 
the workingmen to assemble at 2 r. u. 
Kalloch was first reported dead, but 
later reports say that~ he is still alive.

They beat him on the head and body, 
tore his clothes off,and each one seem- 
ed anxious to wreak personal vengance 
on him. A policeman fought his way 
through the crowd and getting him by 
the left arm dragged him through the 
crowd to the Baldwin Hotel, got him 
into a hack and took him to the city 
prison. 


Kalloch’s Condition. 

8 r. u.— Examination of Kalloch's 
wounds leaves little hope ot his re- 
covery. He was shot twice, once in 
the left breast a little below, and to 
the left of the nipple, and once in the 
left hip. He is cool and collected; 
is able to recognize friends, but the 
physicians fear internal hemorrage. 
DeYoung is still io tha city prison. 
The city is fearfully excited; riots are 
feared to-night. The Workingmen's 
military companies are parading the 
streets.
